Hoosier  Youth  Form  Their  Own  Government 


Local  service  clubs,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion,  sponsored  thirteen  students  from  our 
school  to  attend  Hoosier  Boys'  and  Girls'  State  in  the 
summer  after  their  junior  year.  Both  state  activities  were 
conducted  by  the  American  Legion  on  the  campus  of 
Indiana  University-— Boys'  State  the  second  week  in 
June  and  Girls'  State  two  weeks  later.  The  approxi¬ 
mately  900  Indiana  students  who  attended  each  session 
resided  in  Indiana  University  dormitories. 

All  those  attending  were  divided  into  two  political 
parties  and  placed  in  counties,  each  of  which  con¬ 
tained  two  cities.  After  participating  in  classes  and  dis¬ 
cussions  on  local  and  state  governmental  operations. 


the  citizens  of  each  city  and  county  conducted  elec¬ 
tions  for  the  officials  of  their  respective  units  of  govern¬ 
ment.  Previous  to  these  elections  each  candidate  had 
to  win  the  primary  in  his  own  party. 

The  most  important  contest  was  that  for  the  state 
officials.  Each  political  party  held  a  nominating  con¬ 
vention,  composed  of  the  delegates  from  all  precincts, 
to  nominate  a  full  slate  of  state  candidates.  After  a 
strenuous  day  of  campaigning,  voting  machines  re¬ 
corded  the  final  election  results.  At  Boys'  State  Victor 
Clark  of  Columbia  City  edged  past  his  opponent  to  win 
the  gubernatorial  contest.

Team  Learned  Meaning  of  Losing 
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Thrill  of  Victory 


Columbia  City's  Eagles  under  Coach  Dick  Crampton 
ended  two  of  its  major  foes'  long  winning  streaks  over 
CC. 

Our  Eagles,  for  the  first  time  since  1953,  downed 
Napanee's  Bulldogs,  13-0,  and  scored  a  victory  over 
Kendallville  26-14.  That  game  was  the  second  time 
the  Eagles  had  defeated  Kendallville  since  the  two 
teams  started  competition.  Besides  winning  these  games, 
our  Eagles  refused  to  bow  to  Bishop  Luers  and  Bluff- 
ton. 

Columbia  City  gained  a  total  of  2550  yards — 1851 
by  rushing  and  699  by  passing,  while  our  opponents 
registered  1763  yards  rushing  and  782  yards  passing 
for  a  2545-yard  total.  The  Eagles  marked  up  87  first 
downs  to  their  opponents  125. 

Total  point  count  gave  the  Eagles  a  one-point  edge 
over  their  opponents  184-183. 

Quarterback  Ron  Eberhard  led  the  Eagles  in  total 
yardage,  passing  for  a  total  of  536  yards  and  rush¬ 
ing  for  553  yards  in  86  carries.  Sophomore  Mike  Cook 
led  in  individual  scoring  with  a  total  of  67  points,  and 
senior  linebacker,  Denny  McCoy,  with  113  tackles,  led 
the  defensive  efforts.  McCoy  was  also  elected  honorary 
captain. 

Coaches  Crampton  and  Willey  added  a  little  humor 
to  the  season  by  growing  mustaches  which  they  re¬ 
fused  to  shave  off  until  their  team  had  been  defeated.
